lars for each unsplayed female dog, 
this fee to be determined by the 
Commissioners of the several counties 
of the State 
The treasurer shall is- 


sue with each license a metal tag 
which must be woT4i by dog at all 
times. 


9 Mght Straying Prohibited 
The owner or keeper of every dog 


shall at all times between sunset and 
sunrise of each day, keep such dogs, 
either, (a) confined within an en- 
closure from which it cannot escape, 
or <b) firmly secured by means of a 
collar and chain or other device so 
that it Cannot stray beyond the prem- 
ises on -which it is secured, or (c) un- 
der the reasonable control of some 
person, or -when engaged in lawful 
bunting accompanied "by an_ owner 
or handler.

keeper of any female dog to permit 
such dog to-go beyond the premises 
of such owner at any time she Is 
heat unless such dog is properly held 
in leash.

Destruction of Dogs 


Any person may kill any dog 


which he sees in the act of pursuing, 
worrying or wounding any livestock, 
or attacking human beings whether 
or not such dog bears the proper li- 
cense tag required by the provisions. 
There shall be no .liability on such 
person in damages or otherwise for 
such killing. 
Any unlicensed dog 


that enters any field shall constitute 
a private nuisance and the-owner or 
tenant of such field or their agent or 
servant may kill such dog while ijt 1» 
In the field without liability or re- 
sponsibility of any nature for such 
killing. 


It shall be the duty of every-pollce 


ofllcer to seize and detain any dog or 
dogs which bear a proper license tag 
and which are found running at 
large and unaccompanied by "-its 
owner or keeper 
The owner of a 


dog so detained shall be notified to 
claim such dog within ten days, and 
shall pay all reasonable expense in- 
curred by reason of Its detention be- 
fore the dog is returned 
If. after 


ten days from the giving of such 
notice such dog has not been claimed, 
such chief of police or his agent, 
constable or high constable "shall dis- 
pose of such dog by sale, or by de- 
struction in some humane manner. 
It shall be the duty of every police 
officer to kill every dog which, does 
not bear a proper license tag.

The term "livestock" shall in- 


clude horses', stallions, "colts, geld- 
ings, heifers, cows, calves, mules, 
jacks, jenneys, burros, goats, kids, 
swine and sheep.

Whenever any person sustains any 


loss or damage to any livestock or 
poultry by dogs or any livestock o« 
any person is necessarily destroyed 
because of having been bitten by 
such dog, complaint for damages

Stock at Enormous Rate, Fv*i 


Killing Dairy Cattle For Food. 


American stock breeders are being 


asked to conserve their flocks and 
herds In order to meet- Europe's tre- 
mendous demands for meats during 
the war and probably for many years 
afterward. 


The United States food adminis- 


tration reports that American stock 
raisers have shown a disposition to 
co-operate with the government in in- 
creasing the nation's supply of live 
stock 


Germany today Is prdbably better 


supplied with live stock than any oth- 
er European nation. 
When ^he Ger- 


man armies made their big advance 
into t>ance and then retreated vir- 
tually all the cattle in the Invaded 
territory — approximately 
1,800,000

In England—where 2,400,000 


acres of pasture lands hnve been turn- 
ed into grain fields—the cattle herds 
are decreasing rapidly. 
One of the 


reasons apparently Is the declining 
maximum price scale adopted by the 
English as follows: For September, 
$17.76 per 100 pounds ; October, $17.28; 
November and December, $10.08; .Tan- 
lary, $14.40. The olfwr of these prices 
was to drive beef animals on the mar- 
ket as soon as possible. 


In France the number of cattle as 


well as the quality have shown an 
enormous decline during the war. 
Where France had 14,807,000 head of 
cattle in 1013, she now has only 12,- 
341,900, a decrease of 16.6 per cent 
And France is today producing only 
one gallon of milk compared to two 
and one-half gallons before the war. 


Denmark and Holland have been 


forced to sacrifice dairy herds for beef 
because of the lack of necessary feed. 


Close study of tha European meat 


situation has convinced .the Food Ad- 
ministration that the future problem 
of America lies largely in the produc- 
tion of meat producing animals and 
dairy products rather than In the pro- 
duction of cereals for export when 
the war will have ceased.

It is common belief that the egg 


eating habit among hens is caused by 


i the absence of some element from 


cause, although It, may be a 


cause.': The habit • usually starts In 
the spring during the heavy laying 
season or In the fall when the pullets 
are beginning to lay. During these 
two seasons there is a greater num- 
ber of soft-shelled eggs caused by 
the shell' secreting portions of the ovi- 
duct falling to function In correlation 
with the other reproducing organs. 
Therefore from either cause the egg 
eating habit is developed, by bad man* 
agement or accident. 


Remove the Cause. 


To correct this habit it is not nec- 


essary to kill the hen or to feed her 
eggs filled with gentian, or mustard, 
or ammonia, or other _ disagreeable 
substances. Remove the cause and the 
habit will soon be forgotten. If yolk 
of egg is noticed on the beak or breast 
feathers of the hen, or if there is a 
noticeable drop in egg production, .or 
If there are signs of broken eggs In 
the nests and on the dropping board 
It is time to be looking after the egg- 
eating habit. , 


Nothing should be left undone to 


break the hens of^thls habit imme- 
diately upon discovery. 
If the hens 


are being fed the egg shells from the 
house make sure that the shells are 
crushed so that their identity. Is de- 
stroyed. 
Do not discontinue feeding 


them, as they are an excellent source 
of mineral feed. Clean the nests nnd 
see that there is a sufficient quantity 
of cut straw or chaff In them for 
nesting. Darken the nests by hang- 
Ing burlap curtains In front of them 
or face them so that the entrance 
Is from the 'side next to the wall. 
Make an inspection of the droppings 
board at sunrise and remove any eggs 
that may have dropped during the 
night. 


Precautionary Measures. 


As precautionary measures supply 


the hens with a sufficient number of 
roomy nests. Feed an ample amount 
of clean, wholesome food in such a 
manner as to Induce exercise. Keep 
the hens busy on the range or In the 
yards so that they will have no de- 
sire to be around the nests except 
when laying. Put the nests about two 
feet from the floor and use all pos*- 
slble means to prevent the hens from 
laying on the floor" or on the drop- 
pings board. Pay heed to the action 
of the hens msrklng careful observe— 
Mim .if them nt nil times.

Results Given of Experiments Con- 


ducted With Pul!et5 at Ohio 


Agricultural Station. 


. When wheat costs more per pound 
than corn, it has little to commend it 
as feed for laying hens.. 
Egg pro- 


ducing is low and mortality is high 
when wheat constitutes, most "of the 
ration. 


Fifty pullets fed a ration of 81 per 


cent corn with bran, oil meal and meat 
scrap averaged S9.5 eggs in one year 
at the Ohio agricultural experiment 
station. A second lot fed a similar 
ration except that wheat replaced corn 
laid 95 eggs per hen in the same time. 
Four hens in the corn lot died and 2G 
In-the wheat lot.' 


Two lots of 50 hens were fed the.se 


rations a year later. The corn-fed 
hens produced 2,845 eggs In 24 weeks 
and all lived. Those fed mainly wheat 
laid only 1,590 eggs in the same time 
and 22 died.

Harrisburg, Pa. — Over a thousand 


firms, partnerships and Individuals do- 
ing business in Pennsylvania under 
assumed names nave registered the 
real names of their owners and other 
information establishing the identity 
at the department of the secretary of 
the commonwealth under the fictitious 
name registration act of 1917. In 
many cases it has been found that 
women were not only managers but 
owners of stores and that owners of 
factories were in some instances es- 
tates. 


Practically every state in the union 


and a number of foreign countries are 
represented in the owners of firms 
which have 
put data on record. 


Through the registration conflicting 
titles have been found and in some 
cases have led to new names being 
filed.
